Arkansas is credited with having 


more miles of navigable river than 
any state in the nation — yol. wi 
go on year after year 
enduring 


floods during the winter and parch 
i^ng drouths in summer. The fact 
is, adequate surface water supplies 
arc all around us — but we riecc 
dams and reservoirs and pipeline; 
to make them usable. 


Now about to be reactivated is. 


the big Millwood dam project west 
of Saratoga, 
on the Hempstead 


county line — a flood control res- 
ervoir which would be about four 
times the size of Narrows 
lake. 


The Corps of Engineers are now 
readying this project, having ro- 
fiolvcd all arguments between the 
upstream and 
downstream 
folks 


along Little river in favor of one 
big dam at the Saratoga location. 


But Millwood is authorized sole- 


ly as a flood control project. No 
city or industry can get any water 
from that reservoir unless .stipula- 
tion is made in advance. A few 
feet must be added to the height 
of the darn, if municipal and indus- 
trial needs are to be reckoned with.
